It is uo exaggeration to say that never 
before in I lie history of the Pacific Const 
cities has there been a more successful 
celebration than that which Victorians 
yesterday inaugurated in lienor of the 
eighty-first birthday of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria. This loyal city has for 
years been famed for the beartinesH of 
her celebrations, and there are hundreds 
of people on the Sound and in the other 
clticti of the province, who look upon 
their annua! visit to Victoria as the event 
of the year. This year they were great- 
ly surprised. They came expecting to 
see something out of the ordinary, which 
is usual in the Newport of tV»e West, but 
hardly were they prepared for such a 
display as wm presented on the opening 
day of the great patriotic' demonstration. 
There are people here:" from as far as 
San Francisco, and one of those said 
yesterday when watching the parade that 
he had never seen its equal even in the 
Coast Metropolis. The review, too, was 
an immense success and the decorations 
and illumination of the streets and busi- 
ness houses and private premises, eclips- 
ed In magnificence and appropriation any- 
thing ever before attempted. A great 
deal of this was due no doubr to the 
patriotic feelings aroused by the success 
of the British arms in South Africa. 
While photographs of Her Majesty, ex- 
pressions of good will aqd prayers for the 
Queen, wen; by far the most numerous 
in the displays, here and there a word 
was put in for I^ord Roberts, Baden- 
Powell and the other heroes of the hour. 
Mottoes in every device covered the 
fronts of buildings and for the time re- 
placed the displays of goods in the store 
windows. It was a grand outburst of 
patriotism, which staggered the Ameri- 
can visitors, who have been used to look- 
ing on Britishers as a people, who de- 
villed to "turn themselves loose." 
Everybody was out, and from early in 
the afternoon, when the crowd returned 
from the review, until late at night, the 
streets were one surging mass of hu- 
manity. Added to the Victorians were 
over 3,000 visitors from all points of the 
compass and the enthusiasm was so great 
that the Americans caught it and found 
themselves joining in the cheers that rent 
the air, ■whenever the crowds were car- 
ried away by some popular outburst. 

While there were two big events yes- 
terday the bent of the celebration has not 
passed by any means. To-day there are 
the sports at Beacon Ilill in the morn- 
ing, the regatta at the Gorge in the af- 
ternoon, and in the evening the grand 
display of fireworks at Beacon Hill, 
while to-morrow afternoon is reserved 
for the championship lacrosse match be- 
tween Victoria and New Westminster at 
the Oak Bay grounds. The number of 
visitora will be largely increased to-day 
by the arrival of those who could not 
spare three days from their business. 

The weather clerk has been most kind. 
A few showers during the early hours of 
yesterday morning relieved the city of 
the necessity of send out the watering 
carts, and when the holiday-seekers 
awoke they found the dust laid, adding 
very much to the pleasure of the day. 



NAVAL AND MILITARY REVIEW. 

Fifteen Hundred Men Go Through 
Munouvres at Macaulay Point. 

A more perfect day for a review could 
not have been secured even bad it been 
supplied "to order," the rain of the pre- 
vious day having laid the dust to a very 
great extent and the bright sunshine be- 
ing delightfully tempered by a cool sea 
breeze. Nor can a more delightful sport 
lie selected for such a gathering than 
the grassy plains of Macaulay Point en- 
circled as they are by a low ridge of hil- 
locks, which makes the place utmost a 
natural amphitheatre, and is capable of 
affording thousands of spectators a full 
view of every movement of the soldiers 
without compelling the crowds to en- 
croach in the slightest on the space set 
apart for the soldiers and sailors. How- 



ever, yesterday in order to secure im- 
munity from trespassers in this regard a 
strong force of stokers, etc., from the 
warships were told off to retrain any 
over enthusiasm on the part of the over 
aggressive multitude, more particularly 
the irrepressible small boy. 

The saluting point yesterday had been 
selected on the western limits of the 
plain, facing towards the city and at this 
poiut Admiral Beaumont, the reviewing 
olllcer; and his stall, were stationed. The 
whole length of the saluting base had 
been roped oil' and this, together with the 
above mentioned bluejackets, kept the 
coast clear. In all about 1,500 were in 
line and with the thousands of specta- 
tors who lined the adjacent slopes the 
picture was one that will not soou be 
forgotten by those who saw it. The 
brilliant scarlet uniforms of the Marine 
Light Infantry, the Royal Engineers and 
the Royal Canadian Infantry in contrast 
witli the more sombre clothing of the 
Royal Marine and Garrison Artillery 
Corps, and the ever picturesque, yet ship- 
shape attire of the "handy man" added 
a spice of coloring to the long Hue, as- 
sisted in this respect also by the white 
belts and yellow and red facings of the 
former's uniforms. 

Punctually on the stroke of the hulf- 
pa.si ten bell the Admiral arrived on the 
grounds and was received by the custom- 
ary general salute, the troops being 
drawn up in the following order from the 
right of the line: 

First Brigade— Capt. Walker, U.S.. 
Brigadier— Field Artillery. -1 guns, under 
command of Lieut. Boyd, II. M.S. Arc t 
tusa; No. 1 Battalion, composed of nine 
companies of Bluejackets." with Com- 
mandant Williams, of II. M.S. Warspite, 
as commander; Right Leader Gunnery, 
Lieut. Henderson, and Left Leader, 
Lieut. Pike; No. 2 Battalion, made up 
of one company of Royal Marine Artil- 
lery and three companies of Royal 
Marine Light Infantry, under command 
of Major Clovel, R.M.L.I., H.M.S. War- 
spite. 

Second Brigade— Lieut. -Col. Grant, 
R.E., Brigadier; Lieut. Elliott, R.E., 
A.D.C.. — 1st Battalion, under Major 
Winnie, R.G.A.— Two companies of the 
R. (i. A. and company of the R, E., un- 
der ('apt. Boulder, R.E.; 2nd Battalion- 
Six companies Fifth Regiment, under 
Lieut.-Col. Gregory, Major Williams 
second in command, and Lieut. II. Pooley 
Vdjutant. A Company R.C.R.I., Capt. 
(and Lieut.-Col.) McKay. Four 12-pound- 
er.s from the Fort Macaulay armament 
were posted to the south of and facing 
the parade grounds and were afterwards 
manned by the men from the barracks to 
assist in firing the salute. 

The Admiral having returned to the 
saluting point, quarter-column was form- 
ed and the battalions moved round on 
the saluting base preparatory for the 
march past. Headed by the field guns 
and stepping to the faultless music of the 
Fifth Regiment band, the whole divi- 
sion went past in column. It goes with- 
out saying that the inarching of the 
Bluejackets was practically faultless and 
appealed at once to the popular fancy, 
cheer after cheer greeting the boys in 
blue, as with their characteristic easy 
swinging gait they moved down past the 
reviewing officer. The Red Marines, too, 
went past (to use u hackneyed phrase) 
like a wall, and these men, together with 
their fellows in arms of the Royal Artil- 
ley and Royal Engineer, being as to 
physique the beau ideal of what British 
soldiers should be, also elicited unstinted 
applause. With perfect lines and step- 
ping like clockwork their appearance was 
one to gladden t'he heart of the most ex- 
acting "Sergeant What's-His-Name." 
Next came our own Fifth, anil in spite 
of the fact they were being judged in 
competition with the finesr corps in the 
imperial service, the men of t li L - volun- 
teer companies made a remarkably good 
showing. Col, Gregory has time and 
again been complimented on the appear- 
ance of his command and the oft-repeated 
assertion that there are few battalions 
in the Canadian service equal to the 
Fifth was fully borne out by their work 
at Macaulay Point yesterday, the only 
drawback being the weakness of some of 
the companies. Last but by no mean least 
came A Company, B.C. ILL, which, al- 
though but recently enrolled, has al- 
ready done good work and by their steadi- 
ness bore testimony to faithful work ou 
the part of their officers. As was to be 
expected, some of the Militia companies 
showed slight breaks as they went past 
owing to the uncveuness of the ground, 
but all did most crelitabiy. 

On completion of the maroh past in 
column the battalions closed to quarter 
column distance at the extreme end of 
the saluting base. Ranks were then 
changed and again the entire command 
went pact in quarter-column, this time 
the Militia companies showing to much 
better advantage, they being in the lead 
and having less ground to traverse, and 
hence less chance to have their lines 
thrown out by rocks and obstacles be- 
fore reaching the station of the review- 
ing officer. Having again reached the 
second wheeling point the division was' 
halted and ranks changed, which brought 
all hands into the original position. The 
inarch past in double time was the next 
movement and to the tune of "A Life on 
the Ocean Wave," the two brigades broke 
into "the double," and went over the 
ground in perfect order. "Doubling" is 
almost second nature 1 to men aboard ship 
and it is therefore; little wonder that a 
solid mass of about live hundred men 
(which is about the number of the bat- 
talion of Bluejackets on parade yester- 
day) should on the command step off as 
one man, and at a steady jog-trot or go 
past in perfect alignment and cadence, 
lugging their field guns and all. Xo mat- 
ter how often this movement is seen one 
never grows tired of watching it, as 
there is something almost fascinating 
about the easy rythmical swaying of men 
which in so suggestive of a hidden, ir- 
rosistablo force, and all so absolutely 
controlled by one man. No clearer notion 
of what a "British square" actually is 
can be gained than that afl'orded by the 
marching of a battalion of well-drilled 
marines, and those ou parade yesterday 
were par excellence well drilled. While 
all this is said of the Regulars it must 
not be thought that the Volunteers were 
in any- respect lacking in this test of 
steadiness, for praise was heard on all 
sides for the citizen soldiers in. this re- 
spect. Considering the little chance they 
have to practice the march past, or for

London, May 25.— (3:35 a.m.)— Lord 
Roberts' infantry advance is delayed at 
the Rhenoster river for a day or two by 
the depth of the stream which is not 
fordable. The banks, which are precip- 
tious are forty feet high. A pontoon 
and temorary bridge construction are tin- 
ier way. 

The railway has not been damaged to 
any great extent between Kroonstad and 
the Rhenoster, The Transvaalers have 
offended the Free Staters by destroying 
their splendid bridges when retiring to 
Kroonstad. They refrained from doing 
this ou retreat to the Rhenoster, but now 
they are destroying the railroad. 

A temporary bridge has been finished 
at Washbank. Trains now go to Dun- 
dee. General Bul'er said the best way 
to celebrate the Queen's birthday was 
to repair railway to Newcastle and every 
man was put to work. 

London, May 24. — A wild rumor on the 
stock exchange to-day to the effect that 
the Mafekiug relief force had marched 
to Johannesburg, surprised the Boer» 
and captured the town, sufficed to cause- 
a sharp spurt in Kaffirs. 

Captetown, May 24.— Bar gold to the- 
value of $705,000 has been sent by rail 
from Pretoria to Lorenzo Marques. Sec- 
retary Reitz travelled on the same train. 



THE DAY AT OTTAWA. 

Dominion Capital Rejoices Over Her 
Majesty's Birthday. 

Ottawa, May 24.— The Queen's Birth- 
day was observed with more enthusiasm 
in Ottawa than possibly in any previous 
year. The display of tlags and bunting 
was very lavish. Ideal summer weather 
prevailed and thousands visited nearby; 
resorts. The electric railway extension 
to Britannia was opened for traffic and 
75,000 people made the journey to the- 
shores of lake Descheues. At night 
every street was lively with the dis- 
charge of fireworks. 



QUITE USELESS. 

Even Mr. Stead Concedes That the Boer- 
Cause is Hopeless. 

London, May 24.— At a stop-the-war 
meeting in London, Mr. Win. Stead stat- 
ed that the Boer delegates now in the 
United States told him they were pre- 
pared to accept peace on any terms com- 
patible with independence and asked if it 
was any good attempting to see Lord 
Salisbury, to which Mr. Stead said he re- 
plied that it was useless to do so, unless 
they would be prepared to surrender their 
independence. The delegates then pro- 
ceeded to the United States where they 
have met with coldness in officialdom; 



UNHAPPY INDIA. 

Famine Stricken Districts Still Waiting. 
For a Longed For Change. 

Loudon, May 24.— In the House of 
Commons to-duy the Secretary of Stale 
for India, Lord George Hamilton, reply- 
ing to a question said, he regretted that 
no materiul change for the better had 
yet taken place in the famine stricken 
districts. The showers lie added, had 
done some' good in parts, but the mon- 
soon was still awaited. 



FOR WAR SUFFERERS. 

A Great Bazaar Opened in London— It 
Will Last Three Days. 

London, May 24. — The Princess oC 
Wales this afternoon opened the Great 
National bazaar in aid of the sufferers 
from the war. 

The magnitude of the present under- 
taking which lasts three' days, quite 
eclipses the similar affair held in June of 
last year in aid of the Charing Cross 
hospital. 

From the Queen down the best people 
arc co-operating in the work and tin; 
stalls are attended by titled personages 
and the elite of London society, Emper- 
or William of Germany has shown his 
sympathy for the war sufferers by con- 
tributing to tiie bazaar in china and en- 
gravings, pictures painted by his majes- 
ty bearing the Imperial signature, and 
inscribed: "For the National Bazaar, 
1000," by the Emperor himself, lie also 
sent a number of his own photographs, 
signed, and bearing a brief sentence Ilk 
German. The Princess of Wales, after 
making a tour of the bazaar, officiated 
as a saleswoman at the household caval- 
ry stall. 



CHINESE MINISTERS. 

They Arc Given an Additional Term at 
London and Washington. 

Pekin. May 24. — The Chinese ministers 
at. Washington and London have been 
ordered to return to their posts for stum; 
time longer on .the recommendation of 
Li Hung Chang, who pointed out the 
undesirability of changing the represen- 
tatives of China at the points mentioned 
while many unsettled questions remain.

MONSTER PROCESSION. 

Nothing Like It Ever Seen in Victoria 
<■ Before. 

"I have travelled all over the world 
ami seen patriotic demonstrations every- 
where in the Queens dominions; but I 
never saw anything approaching in ex- 
cellence the parade of to-day — that is, in 
a community of the size of Victoria," re- 
marked a naval officer to a Colonist re- 
presentative during Ihi' progress of the 
monster patriotic procession yesterday. 
Ami he 1 ut voiced the sentiments of all 
who beheld the imposing spectacle. "A 
wonderful success;" "best ever seen in 
"the West;" "Victoria has doue herself 
proud;" these and kindred expressions of 
admiration fell from the lips of hundreds 
at '.lie conclusion of the pageant. 

It was, indeed, a great parade — a 
patriotic demonstration worthy of a city 
whose fame has gone broadcast as tin? 
most demonstratively loyal point in all 
the vast possessions of Her Most Gra- 
cious Majesty Queen Victoria. 

The day was perfect. A gentle breeze 
■blew from the west, just sufficient to 
agitate the hundreds of thousands of 
Hags and masses of bunting into a flut- 
tering mass of color. The streets were 
thronged with great masses of people for 
hours before the monster procession 
started— people smiling, good natured, or- 
derly—each wearing the colors of the 
Empire— the Red, White and Blue. 

And through the streets, lined with 
these cheering multitudes, to the strains 
of music which cheers the British heart 
wherever it is heard, the great proces- 
sion wended its way. 

Cor upwards of one hour there moved 
through the central thoroughfares, sal- 
uted by the unceasing plaudits of a de- 
Jiguted people, a great pageant, repre- 
sentative >if the devotion of the people in 
this ultra-loyal corner of the world to 
the Queen whose reign has been glor- 
ious beyond parallel in the annals of 
history. 

There was shown in a living, moving 



picture, the march of civilization from 
rho day when "Lo, the poor I*dian" was 
monarch of all ho surveyed in the Great 
West, up to to-day, when the Anglo- 
Saxon with his indominitnble pluck and 
energy has carried to the four corners of 
the earth the Hag of freedom, civiliza- 
tion, progress and prosperity; there was 
seen industry at work, indicating by the 
brawny arms the peaceful pursuits which 
have made the Empire mighty in the de- 
velopment by honest toil of its great re- 
sources; then the children— the boys bri- 
gades with ritle over shoulder, and tile 
and drum, depicting how solidly is im- 
pressed upon the future defenders of tin.' 
Empire their duty to the country they 
love so well; and the little girls— emblems 
of the purity and innocence born of rear- 
ing in good British homes — the picture 
was complete. 

Hours before the parade moved from 
the starting point, the city hall, the 
streets were lined with a curious, expec- 
tant throng. The streets adjiwent to the 
starting point were crowded with Moats, 
societies, resplendent in glittering regalia, 
the Indian and the Chinese contingents, 
hundreds of pedestrians and uuu-ses ut' 
vehicles all apparently in inextricable 
confusion. Workmen were seen busily 
engaged in putting the finishing touches 
to rhe floats. Chinese were engaged in a 
rehearsal of their grotesque performance 
with the gigantic paper lion; Indians 
performed on a side street the evolutions 
which struck terror into the hearts of 
the white man in the days of '49, 

Promptly at 2.45 then' rang mil three 
tups on the tire bell— the preparatory 
signal. Then order commenced lo grow 
out of chaos; the floats and the socie- 
ties ami the different squads of march- 
ers drew out from the disorderly mix-up 
and took places in line. The crowd 
'dispersed to some extent from the start- 
ing point and placed itself at points of 
vantage all along the route — along lower 
Douglas street, Humboldt street, Gov- 
ernment street and else where— wherever 
a view could be had of the pageant. 
Verandahs, the roofs of buildings, seats 
improvised on telegraph poles, the upper 
Hats of stores and dwellings all along 
, the route held thousands of spectators, 
I who. with craning necks waited with in- 
tense expectancy the approach of the 
procession. 

At 3:15 a start was made and the 
crowd at the starting point was happy. 
| First came the mnrsualls — Chief Deasy 
Capt. Royds and Herbert Cuthbert, 
mounted. The royal standard, surmount- 
ed by a crown of roses and borne aloft 
by Fred. Came. Next in line appeared 
Chief Deasy's wagon, driven by Harry 
McDowell and the tire apparatus — each 
vehicle being smothered in a wealth of 
bunting and (lowers. Most appropriately 
! a full-size portrait of Her Majesty was 
mounted in the massive hook and ladder 
truck, tin' portrait being adorned with a 
choice selection of roses and evergreens 
on either side. One of the engines was 
driven by a young' lady embowered in a 
, wealth of bunting and evergreens, the 
driving lines being silk strips of the red, 
white and blue. Another piece of appar- 
atus carried portraits ot "Bobs," Kitch- 
ener and Baden-Powell. The Victoria 
West nose company, hauling the hose 
cart of that department, handsomely de- 
corated brought up the rear of the fire- 
men's section. 

The Fifth Regiment Bund followed the 
firemen and next in Mm? were the school 
hoys and the Boys' Brigades of Victoria 
and Vancouver, each section being head- 
ed by British Hags borne aloft by sturdy 
youths. The little fellows, attended by 
the school teachers, marched along in 
brnve fashion to the strains of stirring 
music and were greeted with continuous 
elwering along the route. Upwards of 
5110 boys were in line and much favor- 
able comment was made at the excellent 
: line kept in marching and their general 
j comportment. The members of the Vic- 
I toria Boys' rigade carried ritles and gave 
I evidences of having been excellently 
drilled. The Boys' Brigade of Vancou- 
| ver also presented a most creditable ap- 
pearance. There were 75 of the boys 
from the Terminal City. They were of- 
ficered as follows: Capt. Major Lacey R. 
Johnson; 1st Lieut. George C. Hatt; 
drill instructor, Col.Sergt. Foster; band- 
master, .1. Cronstan; No. fi Co., Capt. G. 
Sutherland. The band accompanying 
the Vanceuver Boys' Brigade played and 
marched well. A piper in kilts headed 
the rear section of the Victoria boys in 
the procession. 

Next came the Victoria City Band 
leading the Foresters section, which was 
headed by Robin Hood mounted on a 
white charger. A long line of Foresters 
on foot was followed by a very pretty 
float, the first in Hue on which were seat- 
ed a number of young ladies clad in 
costumes emblematic of the order repre- 
sented. The gigantic banners of the so- 
ciety had places at intervals in the sec- 
tions and added to the wealth of color in 
evidence on every side. 

Then appeared the Odd Fellows. This 
section was lead by a gorgeous float by 
the Daughters of Rebecca, carrying a 
group of young women, bedecked with 
flowers, standing or reclining in various 
attitudes beneath a mass of evergreen, 
Hags and bunting. This float was drawn 
by four horses and followed by a great 
I turn-out of the members on foot. 

Next came the Native Sons' float— a 
gigantic structure drawn by six white 
horses. This was one of the prettiest 
sights in the procession. The horses car- 
rying great plumes, were led by men clad 
in khaki, and seated on the float, which 
looked a veritable moving flower garden, 
was a galaxy of youth and beauty of the 
Queen City in the persons of a dozen or 
more girls and boys clad in white with 
appropriate patriotic adornment. 

Next in line, by a most happy arrange- 
ment, came the Pioneers— the little rem- 
nant of the band of sturdy men who 
crossed the plains in the days of '-lit or 



came round .the Hum to 'hew out for 
themselves { fjoraes in what was then a 
howling wilderness and n "sea of moun- 
tains."; A', pack horse of the good old 
days, "the days of old, the days of gold, 
the days of '40." On his back wus the 
typical miner's pack— the blankets shov- 
els, picks aud cooking utensils which go 
to make up the miner's paraphenalia. 
Cheers greeted the Pioneers all along the 
route. A haif dozen or more carriages in 
which were seated members of the so- 
ciety followed. 

After the Pioneers came the Indians— 
the "native sons" par excellence. To the 
beating of drums the waving of spears 
and paddles, and the shouting of war 
cries they marched bravely along headed 
by the usual British flag and the Kuper 
Island band amid the plaudits of the as- 
sembled multitudes. There were at least 
:?UO braves in liue and among them at in- 
tervals were stationed Indians gorgeous 
in war paint and feathers, uttering war- 
whoops whenever the spirit moved them. 
It was amusing in the extreme to watch 
the solicitude of the wives and papooses 
of those in liue as the procession proceed- 
ed, barefooted and dragging the "fam- 
ily," in the shape of three or four child- 
ren as the case may be along the side- 
walk the klootchmen kept close watch 
upon their "worser halves" all along the 

"'"Young B.C." — A number of Indian 
lads sealed in a gaily decorated express 
wagon came next. This was followed by 
I he Orangemen's float, gay with the re- 
galia of the order, ami bearing the words. 
"Our Public Schools - the Bulwark of the 
Country." 

What win- considered by many to ! C 
the prettiest float of any in the line was 
next in order in tin- procession that el 
(lie W.C.T.l'. This was a large float 
drawn by four black horses, not m or- 
dinary harness, but harnessed in pure 
white', while the float itself was a mass 
of white flowers relieved by a touch of i water 
pink eiiibelmalic of purity and love, the 
foundation principles of the organization. 
The horses were driven by one of the 
mothers, Mis. Frank Adams, while 
aroun I her were her bright ami happy 
family of 40 little ones, all pledged to 
temperance, representative of tho home - 
the first work of the W.C.T.l'., Each 
child carried in her hand a British Hag, 
while on her dress was pinned a maple 
leafl. On the four courners ot the float 
were four young ladies. The first was 
busy trying white ribbon around the 
world, in which work "Woman" for the 
last twenty years has been engaged. I he 
second knelt at a golden cross, rep-esent- 
ing the word "Christian" where lit* 
strength of all the work of the W.C.T.U. 
"Temperance" was mostly significantly 
represented by a young lady carrying a 
goblet of clear sparkling water, which 
she held in a posture indicating that she 
offered it as a beverage to all around. 
The fourth, "Union," held in her hand a 
chain of 28 white links, representing the 
28 departments of work taken up by the 
organization. Into the links was tied 
white ribbon, uniting the ether three re- 
presentatives "Woman." "Christian. 

I and "Temperance." In i'.n litre of 

the float was the Queen (the superintend- 
ent of the Band of Hope) crowned by her 
pages, who sat at her feet, her willing 
subjects. On the two sides and on the 
i back of the float were shields bearing 
the monogram of the society. Over all 
floated the Union Jack. 

Following this impressive sight was a 
float and mascot, representing the \ ic- 
toria Baseball Club. Tin; eigaimakers 
union was represented by a mammoth 
cigar, on wheels. 

Next came what 'looked to be anil after- 
wards proved to be a prize-winner— the 
\ () U. W. float. The advantages of 
the insurance feature of the organization 
was strikingly depicted by a scene re- 
presenting the interior of the home— one 
showing peace and contentment in con- 
uce "f the father having had the 
his life—the 
and misery 
alone by a 
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sequel 

foresight to insure 
oilier the drudgery 
of a family left 

shiftless husband, who had neglected to 
insure. In the latter appnrtment. a mus- 
itlar woman was busy over a washboard, 
surrounding by squalling children. Be- 
sides being a cleverly designed device, 
this float was an excellent advertisement 
of the A.O.U.W. 

The typographical union made a good 
showing'. On an immense float drawn 
by four horses was shown the interior 
of a newspaper office in miniature— the 
"editor" at his desk, the compositor busy 
"sticking" type, the printers shouting for 
copy the pressman handling the forms 
and' 'the devil in stage attire. This was 
one of the most interesting lio-ts in the 
line and attracted universal attention. 

The winner of the second prize— the 
float of (he Sons and Daughters of St. 
Oeorge followed. Drawn by four large 
horses, clad in a wealth of bunting and 
flowers, tin' float was a veritable tri- 
umph. The scene represented was the 
Queen anil her colonies. 

This float was followed by a decorated 
one in which were seated khaki-clad boys 
who distributed fans bearing portraits 
of Her Majesty and the generals in 
South Africa. 

The float which won tin- first prize fol- 
lowed— "Young Canada." The monster 
bus "Voting America" had been hand- 
somely rleedrated and placed at the dis- 
posal "of the committee through (he gen- 
erous action of the Transfer Company. It 
was filled to overflowing with pnettily 
clad children of all sizes— inmates' of the 
orphanages. The sight was a very pret- 
ty one and drew forth many compliment- 
ary comments. As indicating the extent 
of' the generosity of the Transfer Com- 
pany it may be mentioned an offer of 
$225 for the bus for the day was refused 
by the company. 

The Mayor and aldermen, school trus- 
tees and members of the celebration com- 
mittee followed in hacks, after which 
was the float of the W. <!. Dickinson 
Company, loaded with hay and grain ami 
handsomelv decorated. 

B. G. Prior & Co.'s representation fol- 
lowed— a float earring an aenuotor ami 
agricultural implements. 

Next in line was a massive float show- 
ing the capabilities of Messrs. Wade & 
McKeon in the harness outfitting line. A 
splendid model of a horse was on the 
float and salesmen were busy fitting the 
equine with harness. 

Hall & Goepel, were next, represented 
by a huge wagon laden with black (lia- 
mons in sack and lump. 

Brackman & Ker made a good display 
of food-stuffs ou a huge wagon drawn 
by four horses. 

Next came .1. W. Mellor & Co.'s dis- 
play of that firm's capabilities of attend- 
ing to the demand for plate glass, pnints 
and oils. 

The float upon which centred most of 
admiration of the sight-seers next put in 
an appearance, as it swung round the 
corner, drawn by six splendid horses, a 
chorus of "Oh, isn't that pretty!" went 
up from the lips of hundreds. It was the 
magnificent float prepared by the Snvny 
Theatre under the direction of Messrs. 
Jackson & McDonnell, the proprietors. 
On a huge structure decorated in white 
and gold four massive carved pillars 
stood at each corner draped with festoons 
of flowers and ferns. Enthroned in a 
rich chair in the intervening space and 
guarded by soldiers clad in the regulation 
uniform, .was >tJs£*.T<ejnnr, dressed to n'p- 
pear ' fl.s *Tfer 'MiljrVfy. Behind whs a 
piano, on either side of which stood the 
Misses Waterman most becomingly at- 
' tired. At intervals patriotic songs were 



sung. It is much to be regretted that 
owing to a mishap to this float it waa 
compelled to oavu the lino before the 
conclusion of the procession, thus losing 
what it was admittedly entitled to, the 
first prize for a patriotic display. 

The magnificent turnout of the Albion 
Iron Works followed. There were three 
floats— representative of Victoria's chief 
manufacturing industry. First came a 
huge structure drawn by four horses, 
containing a miniature foundry in full 
operation. A real livo steam engine, 
emitting clouds of smoke, was working 
bravely away, wheels were revolving, 
workingmen were busy at the foundry- 
man's art, ami all was life, noise and ac- 
tivity. A feature of this float was the 
hydraulic attachment tit the rear of the 
structure. A considerable volume of 
was kept constantly in motion in 
full view of the spectators, who mar- 
velled at the ingenious make-up of the 
contrivance. 

As representing the Albion Iron Works 
capabilities in the direction of attending 
to marine work a ilrav followed, on which 
were large and small propellers. The 
third float contained a massive display of 
stoves of all sorts and sizes. 

Another' very beautiful float represen- 
tative of a manufacturing concern of 
which Victoria is proud followed — that 
of Messrs. Weiler Bros. Here was dis- 
played on a huge platform drawn by 
four horses the interior of two hnnd- 
scmely furnished drawing rooms with 
appropriate decorations. Elegant sam- 
ples of the upholsterers and furnishers' 
art were in full view of the crowds which 
lined the streets and the credifable dis- 
play drew forth many warm expressions 
ot admiration. 

Next in line were floats representative 
of While Swan Soap, and Lawrence 
Gnodacre, Queen's butcher, showing a 
splendid display of mutton. 

Then came the float of M. It. Smith & 
Co.. the well known pioneer biscuit and 
confectionery manufacturers which was 
declared by many to be one of the most 
artistic in the procession. The design, 
was entirely original, being built up with 
large soda biscuits anil iheir popular 
Ftoston Pilot read, the top terminating 
with three immense sugar sticks, the 
whole being intertwined with red, white 
aiiil blue streamers, evergreens, native 
flowers and Canadian flags. Inside the 
float were Miss L. and Master Nelson, 
who generously supplied the crowd 
along the route with molasses kist 
candy and biscuits. The float was 
charge of Mr. (inrrett Smith, a member 
of the firm, who has again demonstrated 
his superior artistic ability in this line, 
and who tool; this opportunity of adver- 
tising the different lines or high grade 
grade goods numufactured by this local 
firm. 

The Singer Sewing Machine Company 
was represented by a float carrying a 
machine, operated by a little girl prettily 
attired. 

Johns Bros., the Douglas street gro- 
cers, were well represented in the pro- 
cession—having no less than three floats, 

each well il irnted and displaying huge 

quantities of grocers' goods and crock- 
ery. ; 

Smith & Champion, of Douglas street, 
were represented by, a float showing a 
parlor scene in front with workshop in 
the rear. In the latter apartment were 
three men engaged in upholstery work. 
Little girls adorned the pretty parlor in 
front by their presence. 

John Meston, the carriage builder, 
made a magnificent display. His gigan- 
tic float showed the interior of his manu- 
factory in miniature — workmen busy in 
all branches of the trade, even to shoe- 
ing a horse. This display was much ad- 
mired. 

A scene from Klondike followed— a 
float arranged by the Ice Company. Huge 
blocks of ice were surmounted by a 
Klondike sleigh, in which were seated a 
little boy and girl muliled up to the ears 
in furs. The effect was very pretty. 

Fred Norris, the trunk and harness 
manufacturer, and Messrs. Hibben & Co. 
both made creditable displays, their 
floats following in the order mentioned. 
The People's Trading Stamp Company 
came next— their huge float being hand- 
somely decorated. 

The Sayward Manufacturing Company 
showed a goodly display of boxes on a 
huge float— the product of their mills. 

Ledingham Bros., whose ponderous 
float followed, made an excellent show- 
ing. All the intricacies of the carriage- 
builders' art were employed, demonstrat- 
ed in full view of ihe crowds by gangs 
of workingmen. 

Dixi IT. Ross ifc Co. had a most amus- 
ing float— a huge cannon and an ammuni- 
tion wagon— the cannon was a huge bot- 
tle of beer and on the carriage behind 
was a monster package of ten, for which 
the firm is famous. The float was drawn 
by four horses, with outsiders, dressed 
in khaki suits. 

Flouts representing Union Beer, and 
the Province Dye Works followed. , 

Then came the most amusing- feat are 
of the monster procession— the Farmers' 
band. Seated in a hay-rick, the most 
ragged looking lot of hoboes ever seen on 
the streets, discoursed ' music to the 
laughter of the crowds. The band was 
lend by Mr. Leonard, a musician at the 
Delmonico theatre, whose brother, 15 
years ago, taught a good many of the 
Victoria boys music. 

The Chinese brigade brought up the 
rear. Clad in grotesque costumes, carry- 
ing great streamers and banners, and at- 
tended by a full orchestra, the Mongol- 
ians paraded bravely along and furnish- 
ed a most, interesting spectacle. A huge 
paper lion brought up the rear. 

A number of beautifully decorated bi- 
cycles were in line— one being a sextette 
manufactured by Clayton & Costin. 

The parade took three-quarters of an 
hour to pass a given point. Everything 
came off without a hitch and about half 
past four it was dismissed on Blnnehard 
street, cheers being given and "God 
save the Queen" sung.

The whites and reds of the flow- 
ers of spring with the grand blue of Vic- 
toria weather al its best found ready re- 
flection from thousands of flags and 
thousands of yards of bunting, and while 
of course the great blaze of color was 
centred down in the town, from suburb 
to suburb the same glad signs were much 
in evidence. From the humble cottage 
to the palace of the niorclfant prince all 
had been carefully decorated at the ex- 
penditure of much care and often of no 
little cash 

Many circumstances contributed to 
bring it till about, but behind all these 
the hands were ready and the hearts 
were true. "Well might, a well known 
poet write from this very city: 

"If a man dare call us traitors, 
By tlie Cod of heaven he lies." 

Ami s.i I'm- days before, early in the 
morning and in, late after hours at 
nights, business men vied with their 
clerks in producing a resplendent effect 
in red, white and blue. 

On the present occasion, too. Cue de- 
corative talent f fin mi many new avenues 
for its expression. Everybody was not 
satisfied with the flying flags and bunting 
and evergreens and so the carriages and 
bicycles came in for their share of color 
and even the baby wagons were orna- 
mented and hats and vests and ties re- 
fleeted the bright colors of the Empire. 

Over the bay. the legislative buildings 
did nm shire very largely in the general 
expression of joyful thanksgiving called 
forth by the day. From the mast upon 
the lawn, however, the flag was Hying 
and in the very simplicity of the single 
mark produced almost as striking an ef- 
fect us a vast expanse of bunting. From 
Ihe post office, the enstom house nnd the 
steamer Quadra numerous other tokens 
nf loyalty were hung, the government 
steamer Hying to the breeze her long 
string of signaling flags and colors. 

The various consulates in the city also 
lidded their quota in honoring the natal 
day of Iler Majesty the Queen, while 
from the mast on Christ Church cathe- 
dral's tower floated in calm serenity the 
three crossed of a magnificent white en- 
sijrn. 

A groat deal nf attention hail been given 
hy I lie various officials to the civic build- 
ings :iiii! Institutions, city hall nnd hos- 
pitals, amongst tlie latter St. Josephs being 

es| hilly worthy of notice, were all bright 

niiil gay, while the firemen even outdid 
themselves In the work of decorating their 
halls, mi which task they are habitually so 
famous. 

Government street was. of course, ihe 
gayest nf them oil. although In many In- 
stances Its laurels were endangered by the 
display nf (.he buildings not situate upon 
that main artery of die city. 

For example, (be front of the Wharf st. 
block of Messrs. Turner. Beet on & Co. pre- 
sented an uppenranco of high artistic worth. 
Tlie festoons of banting, and the groupings 
nf colors all set off a grand "V. It.," which 
In recognition of Iler Majesty's late happy 
vlslt, was set In a wreath of emerald green. 
Tlie Hugs of Ireland and of Scotland appear- 
ed together with the Royal Standard In 
the groupings of red anil white ensigns 
with tlie Union .lack, tlie whole making 
u most effective combination of green nnd 
yellow, in addition to the red, white and 
blue. 

The stone face of Ihe Bank of Montreal 
lent Itself finely to u chaste design In the 
lliree colors lo which. In the ease of the 
Paul; of British Columbia building the green 
uppenled, In ndilltlon. 

The huge Weiler block looked well, lots 
nf evergreen festoons offering a pleasing 
variety to the ever occurring (lugs. 

Many of tlie designs worked nut comninft- 
tlons of the Union Jack and the Old Olory 
of our cousins across the line, to the great 
delight of many of them, who had come 
ever to spend the day hero. They express- 
ed special delight with the effect ivness of 
Frank Campbell's and the B. C. Cyelery 
deeo rations. 

At Silencer's the more general work wus 
greatly enhanced by u line display of khnkl 
nnd Union .Tuck designs In ties anil other 
effeetH of dress.

THE WAR. 

(Jen. Buller has taken the course anti- 
cipated by the Colonist ami, finding the 
enemy inclined to hold Laing's Nek, has 
crossed the boundary into the Transvaal 
in the direction of Wakkerstroom. Ho 
~wi!l in this way get at the Boers on the 
rear and on their left llauk and compel 
them either to accept battle tinder cir- 
fiimstauees very unfavorable to them, or 
else to retire from the Nek and leave the 
line of railway open to him. 

(ieneral Roberts is advancing on the 
iVital in very satisfactory fashion. Our 
ndvancc guard under Gen. French is 
now about 15 miles from the Vaal. He 
i.s occupying the very position which it 
was alleged the enemy proposed to de- 
fend. He has swung in his column ironi 
the extreme rrgiit of the enemy and is 
now directly in front of them, which in- 
dicates that he believes them to he ill 
lull retreat. As we pointed out in a 
former articles, Hamilton in also clos- 
ing; in on the main line and this confirms 
the idea that the enemy is in full re- 
treat.

We ure not able to hud 
Grayling's Drift on the map, but Wol- 
marenstad is abou' ">5 miles northeast 
from Uopstad, whore we last heard of 
Mcthuen, The force referred to is prob- 
ably a part of Methueu's, and its pres- 
ence there indicates that he proposes to 
enter tiie Transvaal and advance on 
Johannesburg from (he southwest. There 
is now no object in his effecting a juuo- 
-tiou with Ueoerts in the Free Stale. 

We take leave to doubt the accuracy 
of the Boer story of the affair at Scheep- 
er's Nek, in which our casualties num- 
bered 7:: and those of the enemy 2. 

The stock exchange report that the 
Mafekiug relief force has captured Jo- 
hannesburg is a very good thing to take 
with much allowance. The distance from 
Mafekiug to Johannesburg is ISO miles, 
and it j b very unlikely that a force, even 
of mounted men, would cover the distance 
in the six days since Mafekiug was re- 
lieved. It could be doue, of course, but 
wo advise readers to wait for confirma- 
tion before accepting the story.

TUB CANADIAN FLAG. 

A correspondent writes to ask the n\g- 
nification of the emblems on the Cana- 
dian Hair, namely, the crest, the maple 
leaven, the crown and the beaver. As 
explained by Mr. Tail in his very valu- 
able paper mi the Union Jack, all these 
emblems do not belong on the proper 
Canadian Hag. but only the shield con- 
taining the arms of the four original 
provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Sco- 
tia and New Brunswick. We aro not 
sufficiently informed in heraldry to ex- 
plain the significance of the several de- 
vices on the provincial arms. As Mr. 
Tait explained, the crown upon the shield 
is the distinguishing mark of the Gover- 
nor-General's Hag. Hence no one has 
in strict propriety the right to fly a Hug 
containing the shield and crown, except 
the Governor-General. The rule in this 
ease is the same as with the Royal Stand- 
ard, the use of which is restricted to the 
Royal Family by the strict rules of her- 
aldry. The addition of the wreath of 
maple leaves and the beaver is, we be- 
lieve, a purely fanciful arrangement 
without heraldic sanction. Long usage 
has associated the beaver with Canadian 
emblems, and the maple leaf occurs on 
the arms of Ontario. Possibly we are 
not wholly accurate in these observations, 
and if we are mistaken in any of them 
would be very glad to be set right. 



TUB HOLIDAY. 

Yesterday was a must successful huli-

most impressive. Regulars, bluejackets, 
and Colonials inarched side by side— a 
miniature of Imperial prowess. The army 
in South Africa is made up of just such 
units. These men represent the corps 
which are to-day doing such glorious ser- 
vice lor Queen and Country on veldt and 
kopje in South Africa. 

And what a change there has been 
since the last Queen's Birthday. Then 
many people felt thai our citizen soldiery 
had a place in such a parade only on 
suflrauce. Now we are proud in the 
fact that comrades of our own boys have 
won at the point of the bayonet a right 
for Hie Canadian militia to stand in the

Except in Natal, where none of 
our boys were seat, there has hardly 
been mi event in which the Canadians 
have not taken a conspicuous and glor- 
ious part. Wc shull not speak in detail 
of the splendid work done by them, but 
reference must be made to the fact that 
it was the sunrise charge of the Cana- 
dians at Paardeberg that compelled the 
surrender of Cronje, and the forced 
march of the Canadian artillery that led 
'to the relief of Mafeking. Some of the

•Queen's Birthday are now "dead on the 
field on honor," but they have purehas- 
,eu by their blood imperishable renown 



THE NATAL ACT. 

We print the Natal Act this morning in 
responso to a request from very many 
readers. The important part of it is sub- 
section (a) of section II. It is, as will be 
see. an educational test, and one which, 
if applied to Canada, would reduce Ori- 
ental immigration to a minimum. There 
is a great deal in the act to commend it- 
self to the people of British Columbia, 
and we are satisfied that as soon as its 
provisions are well understood in East 
ern Canada and the necessity of exclud- 
ing Oriental labor is appreciated there, 
parliament will he forced by an over- 
whelming pressure of public opinion to 
pass a similar measure here. We hardly 
think our representatives in parliament 
have done as much as they might have 
accomplished in the way of educating 
public opinion in the East on this very 
important question. There has been a 
great deal of pressure brought by them 
to bear upon the government to introduce 
efficient legislation, but we are satisfied 
(hat more than this will have to be done. 
The East does not appreciate the gravity 
of this issue. Indeed the large majority 
of Eastern people are rather disposed to 
think Oriental immigration finite a de- 
sirable thing. There will have to be 
some missionary work done in this mat- 
ter and the proper place to do if is on the 
floor of parliament. The act reads as 
follows:

supreme court In satisfaction of any such 
penalty, nnd the vessel may be refused a 
clearance outwards until such penally has 
been paid, nnd until provision has been 
made by the master to the satisfaction 
uf an officer appointed under this net fur 
the conveyance out of the colony of each 
prohibited Immigrant who may have been 
so landed. 

'.). A prohibited Immigrant shall nut be 
entitled to a license to carry on any trade 
or calling, nor shall he bo entitled to ac- 
quire land In leasehold, freehold or other- 
wise, or to exercise the franchise, or to 
be enrolled as a burgess of nay borough or 
on the roll of uny township, and any li- 
cense or franchise right which way have 
been acquired In contravention of this act 
shall be void. 

10. Any officer thereto authorized by gov- 
ernment to make a contract with the mas- 
ter, owners or agent of any vessel for the 
conveyance of any prohibited Immigrant 
found In Natal to a port in or near to such 
immigrant's country of birth, nnd any 
such Immigrant with bis personal effects 
may be placed by a police officer on board 
such vessel, and shall In such case, If des- 
titute, he supplied with a sufficient sum. uf 
money to enable li i ill to live for one month 
according lo his circumstances In lire after 
embarking from such vessel. 

11. Any person wdio shall In any way 
wilfully assist any prohibited Immigrant to 
contravene the provisions of this act shall 
bo doomed to have contravened this act.

MARRIAGK INSURANCE. 

A New Plan Introduced in the State of 
Illinois. 

Fram St. I. mils (Hobo-Democrat. 
Probably the most unique Insurance us- 
iclatlou that has ever been sprung upon 
the oeople of the r'nited States has been 
ttibllshed at Champaign, 111., wdiere live 
bright young men have formed "The Mar- 
riageable Mutual Reneflt Association." with 
adqunrters In that city. The object or the 
soclatlon Is to provide a fund upon which 
ung married couples can begin housekeep- 
ing. It being purely a mutual concern, 
fees aro merely nominal. Thirty dol- 
lars Is demanded uf each applicant, payable 
at the rate of ?"i a month, and after a 
member Is Initiated Into the lodge his dues 
nre oOc. a month until his marriage takes 
place. No examination as to whether the 
applicant has matrimonial aspirations Is 
held, but no benefits are allowed . until a 
member has been In the lodge eighteen 
months. T'pon the presentation of the 
marriage certificate, after this period has 
elapsed a member Is paid $250. This sum 
Is also paid should a member die while 
holding a certificate. 

Letters of Incorporation were Issued the 
company on April 30. The officers are: Pres- 
ident, M. L. Williams: secretary, B, M. 
husk; treasurer, A. J Williams; head dep- 
uty. .1. \V. Cleavcland; attorney, C. R. Iun- 
gertch. The Incorporators nre young men 
well known In the business circles of the 
city. 

The object of the organization, ns slated 
In the charter. Is as follows: "To raise the 
youth of our land to higher Ideals; to en- 
courage good citizenship; to provide means 
to Its members; to assist them hi laying up 
a saving so that wdien they reach the Im- 
portant step of matrimony they may do 
so with the fnli knowledge that a home 
will be assured them: to give all moral and 
material aid to Its members to obtain for 
themselves a homo." 

M. L. Williams, speaking of the organiza- 
tion, said: "I have had an organization of 
he kind In my mind n long time, and have 
onsldered the matter In all Its phases. 
Everything except matrimony Is covered 
with some sun of Insurance, and all com- 
panies that are conducted on business prin- 
ciples seem to flourish. There Is great ne- 
cessity for some provision being made to 
Insure a home to young married couples, 
and our organization fills the bill exactly. 
Too many people marry nowadays without 
knowing where they are to get a start. 
Our organization wdll relievo Its members 
on this score, and wdll certainly be popular 



satisfied to take t ho part of a limited mon- 
arch, for he would then feel that he was

ItUMOItK OF MUTINY. 

Report Going the Rounds in Tacoma of 
Mutiny mid Murder on the Aber- 
deen. 

A rumor was going the rounds at Ta- 
coma last night of a mutiny on the 
Nome bound steamer Aberdeen. Accord- 
ing to the story being told three men had 
been shot on that vessel. The rumor 
could not be traced to any reliable 
source. The Aberdeen sailed from Seat- 
tle on Tuesday for Nome, carrying a 
large number of passengers more than 
she could accommodate. In consequence 
of the fact that many who bad bought 
tickets were unable to get sleeping ac- 
commodation, there was no small dis- 
turbance on the vessel, ami several pas- 
sengers left her ai Challam. They told 
of die row over the insufficiency of ac- 
commodation anil prophesied more 
trouble. It. is due, id doubt, to their 
prophecies that the rumor orghintcd. 

A report bus reached Tacoma, accord- 
ing to 11 private despatch, that tile steam- 
er Oregon lias broken her shaft ami was 
being towed hack. The report could not, 
however, be confirmed. Nothing has been 
heard of it here.

Seattle Agents Neglect to Ans- 
wer Telegrams and Cause 
Trouble. 



The steamer Danube is still fast on the 
rock not forty yards from Hospital Point 
on which she was swept by the heavy 
wind which caught her broadside on 
when she was swinging around into the 
channel between the Point and Seal's 
wharf. . She lies with a list of about 
twenty feet to port, and wuter is rising 
in her hold from either a bole torn by the 
jagged stone or a sprung plate, as fast as 
the duplex pumps can throw it out. Yes- 
terday evening there was live feet of 
water in her after hold and a quantity 
of cargo, which was unloaded as rapidly 
as possible, was damaged. Sacks of roll- 
ed oats, cases of liquors, boxes of canned 
goods, aud other boxes of groceries and 
sundries as well as hay and feed were 
Coating in the Hooded holds to the height 
of the shaft tunnel. To anyone glancing 
down her hatches she looked like a Hood- 
ed warehouse. All day yesterday, from 
soon after she went on until after day- 
light dawned, her crew assisted by that 
of the Sadie and Maude aud others, were 
hard at work lightening her cargo on to 
scows, and the work was still going on 
when the Colonist went to press this 
morning, None of the tired sailors had 
any sleep, for the work of removing the 
cargo was hurried as much us possible. 
The slings are being hauled up from the 
Danube's holds by the Maude's winches 
aud the pumps are being worked with 
steam from the Sadie, for the water hav- 
ing climbed up until it partially engulfed 
the boilers of the stranded vessel, the 
engineers were unable to get up steam 
on her. As she lies helplessly hanging 
en the rock on which her midships rests, 
with her decks and upper works tilted, 
the list being shown up more by the 
erectness of the Maude and Sadie, she 
presents a sorrowful looking spectacle. 
All day the scows were filled and towed 
into the wharves and the goods piled in- 
to the sheds, but when the Colonist went 
to press there was still considerable of 
her big cargo below her decks. It will 
not be until three or four o'clock this 
afternoon at least, that she is emptied of 
her load, and then made buoyant she will 
probably float with a little aid from one 
of the company's steamers. Her injuries, 
while it is not expected that they are 
very serious, are sufficient to put her out 
of the business for some time, which is 
a most annoying circumstance, for now, 
of all times, the Victoria company needs 
the use of its vessels. The Klondikers 
are coming out from Dawson and the 
steamer would no doubt have hud a great 
crowd of passengers when returning. 
She had on board when the accident oc- 
curred one o£ the largest cargoes and 
biggest complements of passengers that 
she has carried since the opening of navi- 
gation last year. There were over fifty 
passengers, and close on GOO tons of valu- 
able freight, consisting for the most part 
of groceries and supplies for Dawson. 
The largest shippers were Simon Leiser 
and H. Macaulay, the former huving on 
board about 250 tons of groceries and the 
latter 150 tons of feed stuffs and sup- 
plies. The cargo was all, or nearly all, 
covered by insurance, most of which watt 
placed with local agencies. The loss to 
the insurance men will not he very great 
though, for the cargo damaged by water 
was not of comparative large proportions. 

The steamer will go on the Esquimalt 
Marine ways for repairs as soon as she 
is floated, which will probably be at noon 
to-day, if she is sufficiently lightened, for 
then the tide will be again at the Hood. 

The passengers were brought ashore 
by the steamer Princess Louise which 
had just started for Wrangel when the 
mishap occurred, aud which put back to 
the assistance of the Danube. The 
Louise wns delayed in consequence of the 
accident until early this morning, when 
she sailed, continuing her voyage to 
SUngway— she hud left for Wrangel— am 
carrying as much of the Danube's cargo 
as she could handle ami many of her 
passengers went north by the steamer 
City of Seattle, which after all the talk 
on the street yesterday, called here at 
noon yesterday. 

Capt. H. R. Foote was in charge of the

A "COURTEOUS" AGENCY. 

The Many Mix-Ups That Occurred. Be- 
cause of an Unanswered Telegram. 

The North American Mail S.S. Com- 
pany, which is Dodwell A- Co., operating 
the steamer City of Seattle, in as far as 
their Seattle olllce is concerned, have a 
most strange manner of doing business. 
The manner of their treatment or a 
number of Victorians who hooked pas- 
sage on that steamer was neither busi- 
ness-like nor was it courteous, anil be- 
cause of the said uubusiness-like and un- 
courteous treatment of their passengers, 
they caused no small amount of trouble. 
Many are the stories of the mix-up of 
the passengers, all of which might have 
been avoided, had the Seattle orilce of 
the company answered the telegrams of 
the passengers and of its own agent— for 
he, too, was kept in the dark— uo answer 
being given to telegrams sent by him. 

To start tit the beginning of the 
trouble, there were nine people who had 
booked passage by the City of Seattle 
and they were 'to have been taken over by 
the Victorian on Tuesday to join her at 
Seattle. Then an eccentric broke on the 
steamer Victorian, and after this the ec- 
centric doings of an eccentric otllce hap- 
pened.

A great 
portion of her cargo was then damaged 
by water and the steamer suffered injur- 
ies ns ti result of which she spout three 
weeks on the Marine ways.

Had these spok- 
en to the captain of the Victorian before 
leaving the outer wharf they would not 
have made the trip, for he could hnve 
told them that the City of Seattle would 
call here later yesterday. It was public 
property in Seattle at 4 p.m. on Tuesday, 
yet the Seattle olllce had not the cour- 
tesy to tell their passengers so, and save 
them much trouble, expense, worry and 
Inconvenience. Mr. Hardle, the local 
agent of the line, was not aware of the 
coming of the Seattle until he learned the 
fact that she was on tfie way from the 
captain of the Victorian. Later in the 
day the Seattle called, and then few of 
the passengers remained. Those who had 
not secured passage on the Louise to- 
night, were on the Victorian bound to 
Seattle to catch the Orizaba. 

How much inconvenience the passen- 
gers were put to is best illustrated by the 
story of M. R. T. Elliott, manager of the 
Canadian Development Company, and

Tliat the Boer agents on the Continent 
Rlenp to fraud in the nttenijit to inveigle 
recruits into the Transvaal military ser- 
vice is shown by the story told by a sim- 
ple-minded ■ Teuton who arrived in the 
Hurzog, says the Times correspondent at 
Lorenzo Marques. In conversation with 
a compatriot he confessed. Hunt' his sole 
motive in going to the Transvaal was a 
promise that he would receive II a day 
during the war, and a free, grant of a 
farm -when the war was «ver. More- 
over, he was assured that within a few- 
weeks the Beers would be completely 
victorious, so that he bad barely time to 
•qualify for the grant. When' he arrived 
nt Lorenzo Marques and was informed 
'flint there was no prospect of securing 
Vuther £1 a day or a farm he seemed 
much crestfallen. It is t»'5»e feared that 
hundreds who have been similarly delud- 
ed will, nt the end of the war, find ihcm- 
■selves stranded without money, occupa- 
tion, or friends. Arrivingiin the Trans- 
vaal With little money. SHch men have 
no alternative but to accept service with- 
out pay in the Boer forces. This inci- 
dent explains the eagerness of so many 
.destitute foreigners to join the Boers.

about Ills crack office force. 'There's my 
head book-keeper,' he said; 'he used 'to be 
general secretary of the 'V'.x-n". Avenue 
Street Railroad, in New York, and Is one 
of theHnest actuaries in the I'alteil States. 
; My chief clerk was formerly manager nf 
the Victoria, In London. He speaks four 
languages.' I remarked ennvfyp Ds enw. 
languages. ' 'You must have to pay them 
fancy salaries,' I remarked, 'Oil, I don't 
know,' he said, 'the book-keeper gets $15 
a month and the clerk S'.'O. Of course,' 
he added, 'that Includes board.'

French is North of Rhenoster 
River and British Advance 
Continues. 



■London, May 24. — Gen. Buller's forces 
have crossed into the Transvaal near 
Ingogo, but are still held at bay at 
Laing's Nek, where the Boers are en- 
trenching themselves. With the excep- 
tion of this pass, Xatal is clear of Boers. 
They have a big gun posted, but it is 
doubtful it' they will be able to hold the 
position when threatened by a Hanking 
movement from the force that crossed 
the Ingogo river. 

A special despatch from Newcastle, 
Natal, says the Russian ambulance corps 
with the Boers are disgusted with their 
conduct, and have requested the Czar to 
recall them. 

London, May 24. — Gen. French has 
reached Prospect station, about five miles 
north of Rhenoster river. The Boers 
are retreating straight on the Vaal. 

A despatch from Rhenoster, dated 
"Wednesday, May 21!, 7:45 p. m., says: 
"The general opinion is that we will 
arrive at Pretoria as fast as we can 
march, though the Boers announced to 
all the countryside that they intended 
to fight to the death." 

Gon.Iau Hamilton is co-operating in 
the advance on the right, thus Lord 
Roberts, who is presumably a few miles 
behind Gen. French, will reach the Vaal 
before the end of the week. 

Native reports say that the Boers have 
buried two guns in the Rhenoster river. 

Boer Camp, Volksrust, May 22. — The 
British crossed the Buffalo river and 
were within sight of our position yester- 
day. They are busy outplacing heavy 
cannon at Schuinshorgte, near the scene 
of the battle on tne Ingogo river in 
1881. 

It is reported that fighting occurred at 
Botha yesterday. 

Chris. Botha, brother of the com- 
mander-in-chief, has been appointed as- 
sistant to tile commander-in-chief, and 
has given great satisfaction. He has 
revived the lighting spirit in many of the 
Federals. 

In an ambush between Nqntu and 
Mount Prospect, eight British were 
killed and thirteen wounded. 

London, May 24. — A despatch from 
Pretoria announces that the first train 
north entered Mafeking on May 22, and 
the first train south is expected next 
week. It is said that the relief of Mnfo- 
king was due to a blunder of one of the 
Federal officers, by which Gen. Deiarey 
was foiled in his plan to cut off the re- 
lief force, after driving them away from 
the Molopo river. It is added that the 
Federals have resolved to make a deter- 
mined defence of the city of Johannes- 
burgh. 

Klitnke, the state mining engineer, has 
been given six months leave of absence, 
presumably for protesting against the 
proposition to blow up the mines. 

Pretoria, May 2;;. — An official bulletin 
issued here says: 

"British cavalry came into collision on 
May 20th with eighty of tin- Swaziland 
commando at Scheet,er's Nek. The light- 
ing lasted an hour. 

"The British lost twenty-seven killed, 
twenty-five wounded and eleven were 
taken prisoners. Twenty-live horses, 
two Maxims and a quantity of ammuni- 
tion were also captured. 

"The Federals lost one killed and one 
wounded. They assisted to remove the 
wounded and bury the dead. 

"The advance guard at Heilbron re- 
tired on the main body at the northern 
border. 

According to Free State advices, the 
British yesterday were at. Grey ling's 
Drift, on the Vaal river, 25 miles from 
AVohnarenstad, with a large force. 

"!)n Sunday Kalbeen engaged the 
British between Heilbron anil Lindley. 
The Federals had to retire before an 
overwhelming force, losing one killed 
and seven wounded." 



FOUND DEAD. 

Remains of G. II. Seelig Found at II 1b 
Home Yesterday livening. 

(i. II. Seelig was found dead at his 
residence on Fort street yesterday after- 
noon and tin- circumstances point to 
suicide, although so far there is no di- 
rect evidence that he took his own life.. 
The police have taken charge of the re- 
mains, which are now at the morgue, 
and a postmortem examination and iu- 
qnest will be held. If .Mr. Seelig did 
commit suicide financial troubles wero 
no doubt responsible, he having on sever- 
all occasions during the pasi month 
threatened to take his own life on ac- 
count of the difficulties in w hich he had 
become entangled. 

Mr. Seelig left Victoria several week 
ago and it was though) thai lie had s 
arranged his affairs that he would not 
return to the city. lb' visited relatives 
in San Francisco and much to the sur- 
prise of his friends came back yesterday 
morning. During the day he was appar- 
ently in good spirits and with his wife" 
took in the events of the celebration. Be- 
fore the parade was over Mr. Seelig went 
home, leaving Mrs. Seelig with friends. 
Shortly afterwards one of the children 
arriving at the house found his father 
lying dead on the lloor of the bedroom, 
beside a lounge, off of which he had pre- 
sumably fallen. The child ran out and 
called neighbors. Dr. Johns was sent 
for, and as he found that life was ex- 
tinct notified Coroner Hart, who in- 
structed the police to take charge of the 
remains. It is expected that the inquest 
will be held on Saturday as it may he 
necessary to analysise the stomach. 

There were a number of medicine bot- 
tles in the room, a tumbler in which 
there had been a yellow liquid, and a 
piece of tissue paper in which were just 
a few particles of a gray powder. Of 
course there is no telling whether any 
of these are in any way connected with 
the sad occurrence. 

Mr. Seelig left two letters, one ad- 
dressed to his wife and the oile r to a 
friend in San Francisco. Neither had 
been opened last night. They will no 
doubt give some explanation of the sud- 
den death. 

The news, which soon circulated 
through the city, greatly shocked and sur- 
prised the host of friends which the de- 
ceased had in Victoria. True as said, he 
had threatened to take his life, but his 
friends thought that they had talked him 
out of it and one, who was in a position 
to assist him, had made him an offer, 
which might have settled his troubles. 
However, he continued to brood over 
them and it is thought he came back to 
Vico-iia with his mind fully made up on 
the question. 

The deceased came to Victoria about 

eight years ago t iter the employ of 

Messrs. Strauss & Co.. thin cent nil led 
by his father-in-law, the late Mr. Bloom- 
ingdale of San Francisco.' When this 
firm was wound up ho entered the firm 
of Simon Leiser & Co., as one of the re- 
presentatives of Mr. Bloomingdnlo. Af- 
terwards the Bloomingdale interests were 
withdrawn from the linn of Simon Leiser 
& Co., and Mr. Seelig went into the com- 
mission business. Hi' leave.-; a widow 
and two sons. He was a native of \ew 
York and about ."."> years of age.

Pictures 
taken of Lillian Russell in her girlhood 
days show her to have been rather a 
plain child, says the .New York Tele- 
graph. Her mouth was large and in- 
stead of the smiling upward curve it 
now has the corners drooped discon- 
tentedly. Neither did her cheeks have 
the full curve so admired now. .Most 
remarkable, however, is the difference 
in the eyes. In the girlish portraits they 
are fairly large, Inn are uot round and 
wide-open as ihey are now, and look dis- 
consolate. As a girl her voice and her 
delicate complexion were her only strong 
points. 

Julia Marlowe was another ugly duck- 
ling.

London, May 23.— The Lorenzo Mar- 
ques correspondent of the Times, says 
he has it on unquestioned authority that 
within the last six vreehs,- President 
Kruger has transferred the bulk of his 
property in the TransvaiU to personal 
friendB in order to avoid confiscation 
by Great Itritaiu.

The utmost 
secrecy regarding their identity is main- 
tained, but it is believed that among 
thorn arc Mrs. Steyn and Mrs. Ueitz. 

One of the morning papers suggests 
that the men of Euglund should present a 
sword to Lady Sarah Wilson, the Daily 
Mail's correspondent at Mufekiug during 
the siege. 

The British who are in the hanod of 
the Boers at Pretoria by some extraor- 
dinary means, learn of the British vic- 
tories as soon as the Transvaal authori- 
ties and they build bonlires and sing 
"God save the Queen." The Pretoria 
people are apprehensive of the prisoners 
and are agitating for u transfer of the 
whole number to a point inside the Brit- 
ish lines saying that a few thousand 
more or less make no difference.

Accuses Opposition Candidate 
of Bad Faith But Falls to 
Prove It. 



There is no doubt that when the Boer 
commandoes retire on Pretoria we shall 
have a very hard task set us to capture 
its fortifications, says a correspondent of 
the Pall Mull Gazette. The building of 
the forte has been carried out under the 
most stringent conditions. -No work- 
man was kept for more than a certain 
time, or allowed to see more than that 
section of the work on which he was en- 
gaged, The interior of the town is un- 
dermined by a network of elaborate tun- 
nels connecting the forts with the var- 
ious powder magazines, which arc well 
stocked with every description of am- 
munition. The principal approaches to 
the town arc strongly fortified, and un- 
dermined, in places, with dynamite. 
There are heavy guns mounted, *oo, in 
position to command the whole of the 
racecourse valley, and a most powerful 
system of electric lights has been install- 
ed, which is capable of illumining the 
country for miles round. This system is, 
of course, well under cover of the fortB, 
As to Pretoria's power of withstanding 
a siege, foodstuffs in large quantities 
have been collected for some time past, 
anil in one shed alone near the railway 
station there are over 00,000 bags of 
Indian corn; while Bccket & Co and 
other prominent Transvaal linns have re 
ceutly imported large stocks of provisions 
on behalf of the Transvaal government 
Am to water, even if the new water 
works, opened in 1801, and capable of 
supplying 2,000,000 gallons a day, are 
destroyed, there arc numerous springs in 
the town itself, and water may also be Dunsmuir:

Mr. McAlan, after taunting Mr. Dunsmuir 
with making splendid proposals, and with 
keeping them In the most sorry manner, 
began to particularize by referring to the 
creamery which It had been proposed to 
erect at Comos. This, he said, Mr. Duns- 
muir had promised to build himself, and 
there was no creamery there yet. 

In reply, Mr. Dunsmuir admitted his 
word given to that end; anil proceeding, ex- 
plained that several of the ComoX people 
had taken the matter up, and had preferred 
that he should subscribe forty per cent, of 
the capital requisite. This he bail con- 
sented to do, but shortly afterwards the 
Comox farmers had fallen out amongst 
themselves, and then the matter had fallen 
through for the time being. Upon his part 
however the offer still remained good, and 
as soon as they were In a position to go 
on, he would subscribe stock as he bad 
promised. Beyond that he could do no 
more. 

A Volce-"Do they expect you to provide 
the cows too 1 ;" (Laughter.) 

The smelter at I'nlon Bay was next taken 
up. Mr. McAlan gave Mr. Dunsmuir a 
modicum of credit for the erection of the 
eokelng works at that point, hut held that 
he had given his word to erect a smelter 
there and had failed to keep It. 

In reply to this, It was said thnt n» yet 
there were not ores enough being mined 
to provide It the necessary work. Ores 
must be had first, not the plant for the re- 
duction. Mr. Dunsmuir had been busy 
with several great works for some time 
pact. At Comox the works had been ex- 
tended and the railway nud bridges receiv- 
ed a great deal of attention. At Extension 
a new mine had been made, together with 
the wharves and works at Ladysmlth. In 
spite of these, however. It would be folly to 
build a smelter until there was work for 
one to do. This, Mr. Dunsmuir said, he 
hoped would soon be the case, and so soon 
ns circumstances justified the move, the 
erection of the plant would be taken In 
hand. Upon Mr. McAIan's finding fault 
with the employment of Chinese nnd Japan- 
ese at the coke ovens he was asked by Mr.

The circumstances which renders the 
coming total eclipse of the sun, on May 
28, 11)00, of (special significance to thous- 
ands of people who might otherwise 
entirely overlook the occasion is the 
fact that the path of the moon's shadow 
over the surface of the earth, or the 
track of the eclipse, is in such a conven- 
ient locality—namely, in the Southern 
States— as to render the places of visi- 
bility easily accessible. Instead of being 
obliged to go to the ends of the earth, at 
a heavy expenditure of time nnd money, 
all the while running the risk of not see- 
ing the eclipsed sun on account of pre- 
vailing cloudiness, we tire fortunte this 
time to have the show at home in our 
own continent. While many foreigners 
will be induced to come to the United 
States to make observations, it is cer- 
tain that more people will be in a posi- 
tion to see this eclipse with a minimum 
amount of trouble than has ever happen- 
ed before in this history of eclipses, at 
least since the telescope was invented and 
careful records of the phenomenon pre- 
served. 

Out of about seventy eclipses of the 
sun which have occurred somewhere in 
the world within the nineteenth century, 
there have been only eight total eclipses 
of more or less duration visible on the 
North American continent. The others 
happened in places often remote from 
civilization, and sometimes in entirely 
inaccessible localities, as over the ocean 
areas. The difficulty of transporting 
heavy baggage to the remote parts Of 
Asia, Africa or South America is BUCK 
as to preclude! all but a few scientists 
from any effort to observe eclipses. The 
writer was much impressed with the 
formidable nature of undertaking to es- 
tablish stations in places which are dis- 
tant from centres of population by his 
own experience on the West African 
eclipse expedition, sent out by the Unit- 
ed States government, for the eclipse of 
December 22, 1880, to Cape Ledo, on the 
west coast of Angola, about seventy 
miles south of St. Paul de Luanda. Near- 
ly eight months were consumed in the 
course of the preparations at home and 
in the voyage out and back. The expe- 
dition, it should be said, however, went 
to Cape Town, South Africa, and halted 
also at St. Helena, Ascension Island, and 
Barbados for magnetic and gravity ob- 
servations, so that all this time should 
not he charged to the eclipse proper. We 
sailed in the old frigate Pensacola, the 
companion to Farragut's flngBhip, the 
Hartford, with Captain Yates. In ear- 
lier days Admiral Dewey commanded 
this ship, and the expedition was fitted 
out while he was in charge of tile Bureau 
of Equipment at Washington. The same 
line courtesy that has become so well 
known to his countrymen wus at that 
time extended to all the members of the 
expedition.— Appletons' Popular Science 
Monthly for May.

You made $4 
a day out of It. You can hire Chinamen 
and make money out of them, but we can't.' 
This matter the crowd took up and rubbed 
It well In to the Labor agitator, whose 
squirming under tbe fire, seemed but to 
place him the deeper In the mud. 

Above the hubbub old Charlie Benny's 
stentorian voice was "aettcu to roar, "You'll 
drive the Chinamen out of the mines, and 
send them ranching and they'll sell ten of 
their filthy cabbages for ten cents, and so 
you'll make Chinamen of us." 

And so Mr. McAlan left that point too, 
and being a persistent man, went on to 
another. Had not Mr. Dunsmuir promised 
Dr. McKechnle thnt he would support the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act of lnsi year?

other newspapers of the province calling for 
500 white miners, who were to receive the 
wage for which the present miners were 
working, according to their contract. 

And so ended the catechising. Mr. Mc- 
Alan, after many Interruptions, attempted 
to speak further ' i behalf of Itad- 
cliffe, but the fact thnt he had been n 
Chinese lover proved n sad cause of Inter- 
ruption, and ns the hour was growing late 
he acted upon the suggestion to cut It short 
and so subsided. 

The meeting was well attended, and the 
platform was filled with speakers. Of 
these. Messrs. Dunsmuir, ItadclltTe. Hberts, 
and McAlan were the only ones to speak,

Sir:— At Mr. Martin's meeting held at 
Colwood on Monday, the Premier stated 
that it was his intention to borrow only 
from $0,000,000 to .? 8,000,000 for the 
purpose of constructing a railway line to 
compete with the O. P. II. from the 
Coast to Midway, a distance of some 300 
miles. I asked him if that amount would 
he sufficient to build nnd equip the road. 
He replied that it would be ample. I 
then said that I had good authority for 
the statement that the cost would be 
$-10,000 a mile, or ii;i2,000,000 for the 
line alone, independent of rolling stock, 
stations, and sidings, which would prob- 
nbly reach $2,500,000 more. Asked for 
the name of my informant, I gave that 
of Dr. Milne, one of the principal pro- 
moters of the V. V. & K. Railway Co., 
for whom the estimate cost was 
made by an eminent engineer. Mi'.' S. 
Terry mills then said that he had it on 
the authority of Mr. II. P. Bell, C. B , 
who had made the surveys for the V. Y. 
& E. Co., that, the cost would . be only 
$15,000 per mile. The proposed work is 
of so vast a nature and, if executed, can- 
not fail to have an important bearing on 
the present nnd future of the province, 
that 1 have thought it essential that two 
statements so divergent aud'mnde on the 
authority of the only two men in the 
province who are in a position to furnish 
accurate information on . the • subject, 
should be brought to their notice for veri- 
fication or otherwise. As tho matter is 
urgent. I hnvo to request that you will 
give this letter a prominent place in your 

paper of to-day.
